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At 4 pom. on 28 October ten Chinese Communist toe boats arrived at Chiaochiang 
from the north.2 Two of the gunboats were of 80 tons, one of 800 tons, and 
five of 60 tons, At 6 p.m. these gunboats arrived near Toumen (121-46, 28-42) 
and Ichiang (121-48, 28-36) with a large number of fishing junks. 


Qn the morning of 29 October ten gunboats from the vicinity of Toumen and Ichiang 
returned to Chiaochiang. No mining occurred. 


On 28 October the Chinese Commmist gunboats HAI YEN Ane: HUI CHING 
(1920/7230), HSIEH HSI (0588/5038), and LI CHUNG:(0448/0022) were disposed in 
Wenchou,? All vessels were less than 300 feet in length and were equipped with 
light machine guns; the LI CHUNG was additionally equipped with two 60 mm mortars.
